The immediate future of the Orange 
Canyon Campus of the RSCCD will be 
decided when the legislature votes in 
June whether to approve or disapprove 
the $4.3 million budgeted by Governor 
Deukmejian. ; 

The Orange Canyon Campus has 


been in the planning stages since 1971 : 


when the -City of Orange became 
included within the RSCCD boundaries 
and the residents of Orange approveda 
special property tax to help fund the 
campus development. The $3 million 
generated by the tax was placed in 
reserves until funds necessary to 
complete construction became 
available. 

Until today, those additional funds to 
Construct the site have not been 
forthcoming from the state. 

At issue is the $4,372,000 in state 
funds designated for construction of the 
Orange Canyon Campus in the 
oe Proposed budget for 1984. 


ature, before it adopts 


a budget in June, has its own 
staff that does an analysis of the 
budget,” said SAC Chancelor Bill 
Wenrich. 

The recently published review by the 
office of the Legislative Analyst (William 
Hamm) states, “We recommend 
deletion of...$4,372,000 in state funds-- 
because the establishment of a new 
campus. in the .Rancho.. Santiago 
Community College District is not 
justified at the present time. 

“Between 1983 and 1992, the 
Department of Finance estimates onlya 
four percent increase in total weekly 
student contact hours (WSCH) for the 
district. It is possible that the 
establishment of a $50 per semester fee 
at community colleges may cause 
WSCH to grow more slowly or not at 
all. Moreover, ihe chancellor’s office 
recently indicated that community 
college enrollment in California 
dropped more than eight percent from 
1982-83--the second successive year in 
which enrollment had declined.”

A rebuttal to the Legislative Analyst’s 
report has been prepared by the Office 
of Public Affairs of RSCCD. 

It states, “According to population 
Projections of the Forecast and 
Analysis Unit of the Orange County

Canyon Campus service area will grow 
from a current population of 150,000 
persons to 185,353 persons in 1992--an 
increase of 24 percent. 

“Total college enrollment by 1992 is 
anticipated to be 28,232 students. 
compared to 21,862 college credit 
students in 1984. 

“In addition, the new $50 per 
semester fee for full-time students is 
expected to cause an initial decrease in 
enrollment that will not significantly 
impact the long-range growth patterns. 
The experience of other state’s 
community colleges supperts this 
contention.

~ Women’s rights issue 


“Ina giant step backward, U.S. District Judge 
Manuel Real, ruled on March 19 in Los Angeles that 
current laws and decisions on the job/ position rights 
of pregnancy leave are “null and void as they do not 
guarantee similar rights to men on medical leave.” 

It is true that pregnancy can be viewed asa 
“medical problem” as it often involves doctors and 
hospitals. mee 

It may also be true that there are men working in 
the same places in which women work and may not 
be receiving similar assurances of job positions after 
returning from illness. 

However, pregnancy is not a sickness no ‘matter 

‘what the medical view. 

Because a woman does not wish to work during 
the time she is having a child, she should not be 
penalized upon her return with a job of lower 
position or none at all. 

Since an assurance of the rights for these women 
did not include similar rights for men (people), does 
this mean that we should strip everyone of these 
rights? 

Real did not insist on the rights of men. He did not 
insist on the rights of women or the family. All he did 

- was point out that the rights were unbalanced, 

- concluded that made them biased and threw them 
all out. . 

~ Now we are back to square one. We have to 

reassess the situation and draft new laws. The 
‘process of re-establishing these rules will not likely 
beaquick one. .

The victims? The enemy in 
this operation? Migrant 
Mexican farmworkers shel- 
tered in the fields and orchards 
near Fallbrook, a _ short 
distance from Camp Pendle- 
ton. 

The suspected assailants? 
United States Marines based in 
Camp Pendleton. One of them 
apparently bragged once too 
often about his “beaner raids.” 

How utterly sickening that a 
member of the armed forces 
committed such an atrocity, 
especially in light of the 
contributions that Mexican- 
Americans have made to this 
nations armed forces. 

Bataan, Korea, Vietnam, 
Lebanon. Thousands have 
died. Many others have been 
highly decorated for their 
actions on the battlefield. Not 
the strawberry field or the

tomato field. 

Maybe he had never heard of

United States Marines who 
was awarded the Silver Star 
while fighting on Tarawa during 
World War II. 

Maybe he had never heard of 
Eugene Obregon who was 
awarded the Congressional 
Medal of Honor during the 
Korean War. 

I remember hearing David 
Luna speak at my school when 
I was in the sixth grade. Luna 
was an Air Force pilot who was 
shot down in Vietnam. He was 
one of the first POW’s of that 
conflict. 

But proving your valor or 
courage may not necessarily 
shed light on the darkness of 
prejudice. 

Marcario Garcia had been 
awarded the Medal of Honor 
when he entered a restaurant in 
Richmond, Texas in 1945. He 
was in full uniform wearing his 
medal. He became involved in 
an altercation because the 
owner. would not serve: 
Mexicans. Who cares if he was 
a Medal of Honor winner? 

Twenty percent of the 
casualties in Vietnam were 
Mexican-Americans. Mexicans- 
were at Gettysburg in 1864. 

How dare this deranged 
Marine who allegedly 
conducted these ‘‘beaner 
raids,” insult the honor of those 
Mexican-Americans who have 
died while on the battlefield. 

The rumbling you hear isn’t 
thunder. It’s the thousands 
who died, turning over in their 
graves.

Think of all the things one could doin 
600 hours. 

While many of us would like to earn 
four months salary or spend it 
vacationing, three SAC students havea 
different goal in mind. They’re clocking 
in at the Orange County Sheriffs 
Training Academy and earning nine 
units of college credit. 

The three SAC recruits, David 
Barilla, Matt Chang and Don Willis, 
registered for the Academy under the 
course titled Criminal Justice. 

This 15-week training course has 
been offered at SAC for the past 14 
years. 

In July of 1970, the Sheriff's Academy 
became affiliated with SAC. Since then 
the college has put through several 
hundred recruits, a few of whom were 
women. 

In the current class, although the 
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oe | =" SAC™ students are men, “women 
ys 7 predominate. 

af ; “This is the first time that we’ve had 
me me more women than men,” said Bob 
4 io ‘aM Nesmith, the Academy’s — tactical 
a sergeant.

Each recruit must complete 75 
working days of instruction in basic 
police techniques and procedures. 

Almost 60 percent of this time is 
spent in classroom instruction. 

No changes have been made 
structurally, academically or on the 
physical training course since the 
increase in women. 

“They’re all expected to meet the 
same requirements because they'll be

doing the same job after graduation,” 
Nesmith commented. 

“Our physical and hand-to-hand 
training are all the same for male and 
female.” 

Some of the female recruits can lift 
weights as well as the men. 

Nesmith pointed out that one woman 
trained for a triathlon before entering 
the academy, so she is in excellent 
condition. 

“We don’t think that the women are 
at an unfair advantage,” he added. 

The scores from the “strenuous and 
rigorous” physical training program 


‘aren’t averaged into their scores, which 


makes it possible for them to excel 
even if they’re not as strong physically. 

“Generally speaking, the women 
aren’t as strong in upper-body 
strength,” he said. 

One of the difficulties some of the 
women encounter is a six-foot wall on 
the obstacle course. Initially they have a 
more difficult time than the men. 

In the physical circuit course, the 
women’s weights aren’t as heavy, but 
they’re geared so that they have to put 
forth the same effort as the men. 

Modification, if any, is minimal, 
Nesmith assured. 

“In a lot of these classes, the recruits 
just set the gender aside and, as far as 
we’re concerned, they’re all law- 
enforcement officers,” Nesmith 
continued. 

“The staff here doesn’t care what 
color their uniform is, what department 
they work for and what gender they are. 
We treat them all equal.” 

Except for the three SAC recruits, 
Barilla, Chang and Willis, all of the 
recruits hired are salaried while in the 
Academy. 

“They're getting their own education 
hoping that they’re successful and that 
it will help them get a job,” Nesmith 
concluded.

It wasn’t an easy road for women when they first started 
working in a “man’s world” and in some cases it’s still not easy. 

But this time, maybe the women have the edge. For the first 
time ever, women have constituted a majority in the newest 
class of the Orange County sheriff's academy. 

The female recruits have to keep up not only in classroom 
training but in physical ability as well. 

“They suprise me; they’re really tough, “Don Willis, SAC 
student recruit, said. 

Another SAC recruit, Matt Chang, added, “We'llgo out ona 
four-mile run every day and some of these girls will run circles 
around Don and me. There goes your macho right down the 
tubes.” 

They both felt that some of the women were in better shape 
than they, but as far as one-on-one physical ability went, they 
didn’t feel the women were as capable. 

“As far as mental capability and endurance, I’m sure they 
are, and they're probably more apt to understand family 
disputes and those kinds of matters more than a man would,” 
Willis said. 

Chang agreed, saying that the women have been through 
thesame things they had. Afterobserving them, he recoginzes 
that they’re “not just out here for a Sunday stroll.” 

Neither one of them would hesitate to work with women out 
on the field. 

“1 wouldn't feel any negative attitudes toward them 
whatsoever if they worked with me because I’ve seen them, 
they workhard,” Chang said. 

Training with and observing female recruits changed their 
attitude because they didn’t think the women would doas well. 

“I respect them a little bit more,” Willis realized. 

“I thought P.T. (physical training) would kill them,” Chang 
said. “It did me but they’re hanging in there.” _ 

They both agreed that seeing their fellow recruits as equals 
made them evaulate people more as individuala than as a 


group. 

“We had thought of them as being equal to some degree 
before the course, but it doesn’t slap you in the face until 
your’re with them10 hours a day,” Willis commented. 

The women are just like one of the guys when they go out, 
according to Chang. : 

“We talk as if we were talking to our buddies and tell all the 
dirty jokes and whatever else you guys tell.” 

Both feel they've all become pretty good friends. They 
pointed out that there was competition between them and their 
fellow classmates but not women against men. 

“There’s really no prejudicial attitude toward the women at 
all. They’re treated as rquals and respected as anyone else 
would be in this academy,” chang said. 

The only hint of competition is when they’re joking around. 
In fact, that’s exactly what they joke about. 

“We knowm we're not serious a it’s fum to kid about it; they 
don’t mind,” Chang said with a grin. 

The only place they saw any discrimination was with respect 
to locker rooms. 

“The locker room for the women is very small because 
traditionally they don’t have too many people. But for the guys, 
it’s really big. 

Because we dgn’t have so many guys, we've got plenty of room 
to change,” Chang revealed. 

The two SAC rectuits don’t mind the fact that most of the 
trainers are women. In fact they feel they do an excellent job. 

“The female class sergeant we have now is very competent, 
knows exactly what’s going.on, handles herself well and has 
good command presence,” said Chang. 

They finished by saying it’s all an individual matter. 

“We judge them on their individual qualities, not their sex,” 
Willis concluded. f 

The class originally started with 21 women and 16 men. But 
even after losing students, the women still remain a majority. 

All the students are pushing to make it through 15 weeks of 
strenuous trainfhg and then have to pass their departmant’s 
physical agility test to get hired. 
fit in. 

According to Sergeant Sesmith, in the late 60s females 
stopped becoming full deputy sheriffs.

The disappeared. People, civilians, murdered by repressive 
regimes for political motives. In the 1970s they were in Southeast 
Asia. In the ’80s they vanished in the jungles of Central America. 

This is the main thrust of Richard Turner’s architectural 
installation “The Book of the Disappeared,” now on display in the 
Art Gallery which is located at the East end of the campus in C- 
101. j 

Turner’s desire to convey the horror of the methods used in 
such situations was better understood than he intended. One. 
Vietnamese student refused to enter the gallery, thinking the 
display condoned the violence. Turner rectified this by redoing 
the entry and some of the tableaus to make his position clear. 

Surrounded by graffitti in Vietnamese and Spanish, the viewer 
travels through a corridor and into a chamber to view three 
aspects of these disappeared. Their interrogation, death and 
promise of fullfillment are represented by sculptures. 

The show runs through April 13 as a part of the Art 
Department’s Art Week which is unusual this year in that it deals 
with social issues (see Art Week schedule below). 

Turner is currently the assistant professor of sculpture and 
Asian art history at Chapman College.

Women in sports 
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What does it take , to wif the female athelete?

As SAC’s women’s squads prepare for their season 
each year, the coaches have much in the way of 
recruiting to consider, including situations unique to 
women athletes at the JC level. 

There’s always the battle for the talented athletes 
with the four-year schools and if the particular college 
or univeristy has a good program, that individual is 
likely to be lured there. 

“Having coached UCI before, I can say that the 
competition here is just as heated as it is at the four- 
year level,” SAC head swimming coach Hank 
Vellekamp said. “If anything, a lot of the women are a 
little apprehensive about their ability to compete on 
the college level in general,” he remarked. 

He also mentioned that one thing that happens is 
how friends and family might tell a young lady that JC 
schools possibly aren’t strong enough academically as 

compared to a univerisity, though he does not 
personally believe this to be the case. 

Vellekamp concluded by pointing out that he feels 
there are plenty of good athletes on campus who could 
succeed if they believed in themselves and wouldn't 
put so much emphasis on working and more on their 
school experience including athletics. 

Two other Don coaches also expanded on the 
problems of recruiting women. 

SAC’s head women’s coach Myrond Brown 
strongly expressed himself openly. “In seeking out 
girls to play ball.at the JC level, we usually get the

players that are left-overs. 

“The star players will go to powerful universities 
such as Cal State Fullerton or UCLA, so we get either 
individuals who: got a late start playing basketball in 
high school because of being involved in other sports 
such as softball or volleyball or the high school girls’ 
squads don’t keep the sarne coach oftentimes for 
more than one season and that prevents consistent 
teaching.” 

Secondly, in taking female athletes who come from 
other sports, they are often intimidated by the 
aggressiveness of basketball and must be taught, but 
this is true for juniorcollege women\in general, as well 
as being part of the transition from high school to 
college basketball. 

Brown also related that he averages gaining one 
walk-in player per year. 

SAC Softball Coach Jim Reach offered his opinions. 
“Our first goal is to bring in gifted athletes. As far as the 
competitions with four-year schools, I have seven 
players with the potential to compete on the university 
level. 

“We have our softball program designed so that 
women will be ready, when they leave here, to 
compete with anyone in the country as far as softball is 
concerned,” he continued. 

“We stress three things: academics, our facilities 
and teaching fundamentals in our coaching when we 
have prospective players come here,” he remarked. 
Reach finished by saying that he is happy that the 
attitude of the women is changing for the better and 
they are becoming more aggressive everyday in terms 
of competing. 

“Pye enjoyed my two years of competition, said Don 
left-fielder Stacey Benson. “I thought it was great. | 
think others should give community colleges a 
chance.” ,
